A Kirmess. 


The TownsMAn of last week spoke of 
a Kirmess soon to'be held’ by the, ladies 
of the November Club, Will the Towns- 
MAN of this week kindly reprint the fol- 
lowing explanation of the name “Kir- 
mess” for the benefit of others as igne- 
rantas myself. ; 

“The word is an abbreviation or cor- 
ruption of the word ‘‘Kirchmesse,” which 
means simply (Kirch) church (messe) 
fair. In the Middle. Ages, when travel 
was both slow and fraught with the dan- 
gers of pillage, each hamlet found it the 
cheapest, safest, and most convenient 
way of obtaining the wares of the distant 


city merchants, to hold a regular recur- 


ring annual fair on the open. place: about 
the village church. A Kirmess was in 
those days a distinctively commercial 
gathering suited tothe times and the 
character of society. Butas the means 
of communication became surer, qgicker, 
and cheaper, the old Kirmess gradually 
lost its distinctively commercial charac- 
ter. Merry making is now the most prom- 
inent feature. The Kirmess ie stil! held 
in’ the fall after the sheaves and } 

have been gathered in. The stalls of the 
raffler.and tape measurer are less numer- 
ous than formerly, but those with ginger- 
bread hearts have become omnipresent. 
For a week the young folks are deeply. 


engrossed in songs, dancing, and court- 


ing, the confusion-of- violins, laughing 
vuices, dancing feet is incessant, and then 
the village folk reluctantly assume their 
wonted occupations.”’—Kirmess Record,

Street Railway Franchises. 


VIEWS OF PRESIDENT FERGUSON OF THE 
MERRIMACK VALLEY ROAD, 


The following letter, written by Presi- 
dent Ferguson of the Merrimack Valley 
Street Railway Company, to Superiuten- 


dent Morton of the same road, has ‘been 


made public and is self-explanatory! 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 19, 1890. - 
As there has been considerable diseus- 
sion through the newspapers relative to 
cities and towns throughout the common- 
wealth givin Maar g are coh osntiein'y 4 
com es withou ng compensated 
any way, I think it is time for the repre- 
sen 


tatives of the street rail com 


nies to be heard in the 
their side of tlle.question. . 5 
The articles which have come t» my no- 
tice set forth, among other weinee ; 
the franchises are procured without re- 
muneration to the public; that the streets 
ave given up to the monopoly of the 
street railways without the towne and 
cities being reimbursed theiefor; and in 
the case of the electric roads, that the 
r-to_life.is’ : 


mous. : 
‘In answer to the first statement, I 
would say that almost every road that 
has been opened to the public by the 
street_railway companies, has enabled 


the public to ride from 50 to 100 per cent, "= 


cheaper than they could ride un any other 
public conveyance. As inthe case of the 
proposed extension of the tracks of 
of the Merrimack Valley Horse Rail- 
road to South Andover. The present 
fare on the steam road is 10 cents be- 
tween South Andover and Lawrence; it 
is the intention of the street railway cum- 
pany to charge but 5 cents, and on through 
cars to Methuen, the same fare will - 
charged, 5 cents, a8. at present between 
Methuen and North Andover. I note 
this particular case becanse it comes un- 
der the observation of the people of Law- 
rence and vicinity. 

As to the second statement—that street 
railway companies occupy the streets of 


‘town_and cities without due compensa- 


tion being given. therefor, will sey that it 

is a well-known fact that it is a law of~ 
the state that the street railway compa- 

nies shall construct their tracks in @ man- 

ner satisfactory to the officers of such 

municipalities and that they shall ever 

maintain to their satisfaction the space 

between the rails and 18 inches outside — 
of each rail, thereby relieving the-city or 
town of the expense of keeping that por- 
tion of the street in repair, which will 
usually average from 1-3 to 1-2 of the en- 
tire street; and that they shall so con- 
struct their tracks that carriages;and ve- 
hicles of any kind can pass over them in 
safety. ' 

One of the benefits that cities. an 
towns receive from the street railway 
is the increased valuation of real estate 
along the line of the route. 

In the case of electric roads, the towns 
and cities throughout the state are de- 
manding much more expensive poles than 
they ever exacted from the electric light 
telegraph, or telephone compani. and 


the street railway companies have always 
“been willing to meet the demands of the 


public in this direction: As to the wires 
that are necessary, in the construction of 
an electri¢ road, there is not a single ‘in- 
stance where a human being has been 
killed by the current used in the opera- 


that the electric light companies are 
obliged to use a deadly current. in order 
to give a satisfactory service. 

Regarding the last statement, as to 
profits that the street railway companies 
receive, I would say that the public have 
a wrong idea, as a rule, as to the profits 
that are derived from street car traffic. 
According to the last annual report mado 
by the board of railroad commissioners, 
the dividends from the street railways 
throughout Massachudetts averaged less 
than five per cent, on the money: in- 
vested. 3 

In conclusion, I would say. tliat if too 
many restrictions are placed upon the 
street railway companies. ond tea thanv 
requirements exacted of them, they will 
necessarily be unable te vive: the“ /abite 
the ehvay trinsportation and efficient 
service that they nuw furnish.

Merrimack ‘Valley Congregational 
Club. 


The following ¢ are digests of the 
ng pe of the principal speakers at 

1¢ Merrimack Valley Cong. Club meet- 
ing in Haverhill last Monday night: 


REV, FREDERIC PALMER. 

After witty introductory remarks, 
Rev. Mr. Palmer came to his subject 
and said: | 

The relations of the Puritans to the 
established church might be set forth 
according to the story of: the-owls:in 
Iceland: There were no -owls-in-Ice- 
land.. There were no relations. Two 
misapprehensions in this matter exist 
everywhere, and these we can best set 
right by stating two truths First: The 
Pilgrim Fathers were not Puritans, and 
second, the-Puritans-were-not—dissent- 
ers. The Pilgriny Fathers were Separa- 
tists, a body that came into existence 


_ about the last of the 16th century. 
They were persecuted by the Puritans, 
‘and a law prohibiting their preaching 


was passed by a Puritan parliament. 


« There was no love lost between the 


two. The Pilgrims were those who 
found themselves so out of confidence 
with the established church that they 
believed no reform was possible from 
within. They went over to Leyden 
and then came to Plymouth... The 
Puritan sect lived about a hundred 
years, springiug up inthe middle of the 
16th century. They believed the 
church could be reformed from within, 
and'always,maintained that belief, com- 
ing to this country in that belief, and 
kept it up for over half a century after 
landing here,.Youask why they sep- 
arated, then? “What was. each party 
standing for? . The Puritans stood for 
the great truth of individualism. Each 
man alone before his God, and any 
Mediation was blasphemy. The man, 


“a single soul, stood-alone-on-a-pitinacle: 
, 


between heaven and earth. Such was 
their truth, and-art inestimable. service 
to the world did they do, ‘The estab: 
lished church was proclaiming the or- 
ganic side of -religion, that the man 
could. be complete only in the develop- 
ment of the organization. Both were 
truths that the world could not do with- 
out. The two truths mast needs be 
put one against the other, in antago- 
nism for a while, in order, that each 
should recognize the importance of the 
other. That age was not tolerant. It 
could not be, it shouldy not be. ‘The 
speaker, in closing, referred to the free- 
dom of thought and’opinion to-day, to 
his own denomination, which included 
high churchmen and low churchmen, 
and pictured the church of the future, 
which should be Ccomprenensive enough 
to include all denominations.

His: conscience was more 
tender and his back tougher than those 
of to-day, but , the example of his 
martyrdoni set his neighbors to think-

in Salem Street was established: 
Ido not quote these things to find 
fault with the Puritans, because were 


we there we should do the same as they 


did. We can respect one for the 
courage of their convictions, éven 
though it costs.us our lives. The 
church which the Puritans represent 
now number 600,000 communicants, 
while the Baptists have 3,000,000, and 
had.

Heating by Electricity. 


Occasionally says the Traveller, one 


hears of electric heating in a vague kind: 


of way, that weuld hardly lead any- 
body {to suppose practical results had 
been obtained. But the fact is that 
the electric heating apparatus is already 
in quite general use, and that several 
companies have been formed for its 
introduction. 

One of the earlier forms of. electric 
heating which was specially ,designed 
for street car use, is not unlike an ordi- 
nary radiator, and has also been given 
a shape resembling that of the familiar 
metal foot warmer. The rapid increase 
in the number of-elcciric street cars in 
our northern latitudes has given a 
stimulus to. ingenuity in this field, and 
a new heater has been brought out, 
which for simplicity and for economy 
of space, seems hard to excel. 

It consists of a narrow strip or rib- 
bon of asbestos, enclosed in sheet iron, 
about three inches in width, and one- 
fourth inch in thickness. This strip is 
placed under the. car seats, extending 
from one end of ‘the car to: the other, 
and is protected by a wire screen. A 
second: strip of the same dimensions is 
attaéted to the first as a compressing 
plate, and the wires are imbedded in 
the asbestos, These strips are given a 
zig-zag form, so as to increase the 


length of radiating surface exposed- in 


a given area. The currént being turned 
on, the wires, by meaiis of the resist- 
ance they are purposely made to offer 
to the current, become very hot,-and 
this heat is radiated, therefore, stead- 
ily and equably throughout the car. 

_A more agreeable means of heating 
it would be hard to imagine. No space 
is taken up by the stove nor are any of 
the seats rendered unpleasant by‘ prox- 


imity to the heating apparatus. One 


part, of a car is just as warm as the 
other, and by means of various meth- 
ods of arranging the strips, the degree 
of heat can be regulated to a nicety. 
There is no need to get the car ready 
for the approach of winter, nor to make 
any special “arrangement whatever, 
other than the simple attachment under 
thé seats of the strips.” All that is nec- 
essary when heat is wanted 1s that 
either the driver of the electric car or 
the conductor shall switch or turn on 
the current through the heating appar- 
atus, and thus the same agency which 
propels the car and lights it also pro- 
vides it With warmth. y 

The question which cofiies itt one’s 
mind on riding in oneof the rhany-@lic- 
tric cars now equipped in this excellent 
manner is, why something of the same 
kind cannyt be rendered available for 
office or household use.-The-prebabil- 
ity is that it soon will be. In speaking 
of the electrié car heating at a recent 
street railway meeting at Columbus, 
0., one-of the members-stated—that be 
had a littlé@heater in his house which 
the laundress at any time connected up 
with oné of the incandescent lamp 
sockets, and by means of which the 
iron~-gets-only--se—hot—and hever-any 
hotter. ‘ 
Cooking is very often done in this 
way also now, and with the general ex- 


‘tension of lighting circuits we thay look 


for'an enormous number of inventions 
in apparatus for using electric heat in 
the family. The change will go even 
further than this, for if heat can be 
brought into an oflice or a house 
through the agency of a small- wire 
there is, certainly no need to convert 
the cellar of every house into'a’ minia- 
ture coal mine, with all the attendant 
nuisance of running a furnace or open 
fires and then getting rid of the asties: 
It is quite within the bounds} of _possi- 
bility that at no—distant day our heat 
will be radiated gently for-us:from the 
wall paper, and light. supplied to us 
from a luminescent ceiling.—Cape Ann 
Ad sertiser.

Prof. D. W. Simon of Edinburgh gives 
the following interesting glimpse of ‘An- 
dover in an interesting letter to the Con- 
gregationalist of-this week: .
